To Develop 
New Homes 
Approved 

2 Cities to Replace 
Deteriorated Housing 
For Old, New Owners 

A joint Venice-Madison home 
development program under 
which the two communities 
plan to replace much deterior¬ 
ated housing with federal help 
was initiated officially by the 
Venice city cbuncil in a regu¬ 
lar meeting Friday night. 

The council approved a re¬ 
vised contract with the Daly 
Planning Associates of St. Louis 
for engineering, surveys and 
planning necessary to present 
an application for federal aid 
in a Neighborhood Renewal 
program. 

Action on the contract by the 
Venice council clears the way 
for approval of a similar con¬ 
tract by the city of Madison, 
which has been waiting for 
Venice to complete contract 
terms with the St. Louis plan¬ 
ning firm. 

Under the agreement, the St. 
Louis planners will make all 
engineering studies, plans and 
reports necessary to prepara¬ 
tion of an application to the 
Neighborhood Renewal Division 
of the government’s urban re¬ 
newal program. Total cost of 
the planning work for both Ven¬ 
ice and Madison is estimated 
at $25,000. 

Venice Cost $11,440 
The contract approved Friday 
night fixes the cost of the Ven¬ 
ice share at $11,440, with five 
payments of $2059 to be made 
each 30 days. The final pay¬ 
ment of $1145, 10% of the total 
Venice cost, is to be made upon 
completion of the study. 

Division of cost for planning 
between Madison and Venice is 
based on population. 

The home development pro¬ 
gram, first considered by Ven¬ 
ice and Madison in January 
1968, would be conducted under 
liberalized federal regulations 
rather than as major-sized

Air Pollution Board Points to Accomplishments, Goals 


Filing Period Ends 


(First of Two Articles) 

Goals and accomplishments 
of Granite City’s Air 1 Pollution 
Board are outlined in the first 
annual report made public on 
Friday. 

In pointing out the report ac¬ 
tually covers a three-year pe¬ 
riod, Henry S. Bieniecki, board 
chairman, stressed that) Granite 
City, as part of a heavy indus¬ 
try area, “cannot expect to 
have resort quality air . . . 

By the same token, the com¬ 
munity must exert a special ef¬ 
fort to effectively control all 
air pollution sources, so that 
health is not endangered, prop¬ 
erty values and business do not 
suffer, and new industry and 
residents will not be deterred.” 

The report shows a marked 
improvement in the reduction 
of the level of settleable and 
, suspended particulate matter in 
the air in the period of Febru¬ 
ary 1966 through November 
1968. 

Average—61 Tons 

The average total or value 


for this period was 61 tons per 
square mile per month. 

“This value,” the report con¬ 
tinued, “compares favorably 
with the current 1970 ambient 
air quality objective in the 
state, which is 75 tons per 
square mile per month for in¬ 
dustrial areas (50 tons per 
square mile per month for non¬ 
industrial areas).” 

The 61 tons is in excess of 
the ultimate (1974) air quality 
objective of 30 tons per square 
mile per month for indrstrial 
locations and 20 tons in non-in¬ 
dustrial areas. 

Marked Decrease Noted 

“It is interesting to note,” 
the report stated, “that there 
appears to have been a marked 
decrease in settleable particu¬ 
late matter detected at the city 
hall monitoring station after the 
change from open hearth fur¬ 
naces to basic oxygen furnaces 
at Granite City Steel Co. and 
after other industries initiated 
their particulate emission 
abatement programs. 


“The restriction of open burn¬ 
ing also has influenced the 
data, hence much more data 
will be required before reduc¬ 
tions in settleable particulate 
level can be reliably defined.” 

In .operation within the city 
currently is a hi-volume sam¬ 
pling network which was put 
into operation last December 
with units at the main fire sta¬ 
tion, at Lake school, at 2001 
Twentieth street and at 15th 
and Madison. 

Super System Expansion 
Plans are to expand the sam¬ 
pler network in 1969 to give a 
systematic coverage of all pol¬ 
lutions sources. 

In addition, the Illinois Air 
Pollution Control Board has in¬ 
stalled three permanent air 
sampling stations in Granite 
City and also a mobile unit. 
The three stations were in¬ 
stalled by the state in 1965 to 
establish general trends in pol¬ 
lution concentrations for defin¬ 
ing problems and the effective¬ 
ness of abatement programs. 


Since 1965 there has been a 
decrease in open burning 
through the actions of the local 
board and with the cooperation 
of industry, business and local 
government. 

Open Burning Pacts 
An agreement was reached 
in which the school district is 
purchasing incinerators to elim¬ 
inate open burning of school 
refuse and major industries 
have agreed to eliminate open 
burning by hauling refuse to a 
sanitary landfill location. 

The local board also has an 
agreement with Lipsett Steel 
Co. for a variance that permits 
restricted open burning at the 
rail car salvage plant. The firm 
is permitted to carry out open 
burning only when significant 
wind velocities will carry air¬ 
borne particulates away from 
adjacent residential areas. 

Open burning at the Lipsett 
plant is to be eliminated when 
equipment is available to eco-

The program also provides 
federal grants that may be used 
to purchase deteriorated home 
sites for new construction. 

Under the federal program, 
the new houses may be built a 
few at a time if so desired. 

They may be financed by pri¬ 
vate capital or, if the money is 
available, by the cities them¬ 
selves. 

The plan permits the cities to 
select sites where replacements 
are most sorely neded, and any 
numbr of projects may be 
carried out at any time as avail- 
ablfr'funds permit. 

The cities may buy deterior¬ 
ated dwellings, raze them and 
replace them with new dwel¬ 
lings on the site. The original 
occupant of the site is given 
first opportunity to buy*the new 
home. If he refuses, or wishes 
to relocate elsewhere, the city 
may sell the home to any buyer. 

Zoning Necessary 
’ To qualify for the program, 
both Venice and Madison will 
be required to complete plan¬ 
ning and zoning ordinances. 

These are now being set up 
by the Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Commission and are expected 
to be adopted in time to include 
in the federal application that 
will be prepared by ' the St. 

Louis planning firm.

Firm commitments have been 
received by the board from oth¬

Granite City Steel’s basic oxy¬ 
gen furnace. The bag house in¬ 
stallation is nearly ready at 
American Steel Foundries fur¬ 
naces and planned for this year 
at General Steel Industries. 

Granite City’s strong interest 
in air control that dates back 
to the adoption of an anti-flyash 
ordinance in 1948, became evi¬ 
dent in 1964 and 1965 when 
there was extensive darkening 
and streaking of lead based 
paints on homes and periods 
of strong, pungent odors. 

With technical equipment and 
assistance of a commercial 
testing organization authorized 
by the city council, the problem 
cause was determined to be 
hydrogen sulphide gas, and the 
primary source was pinpointed. 

The board's technical secre¬ 
tary filed a formal complaint 
and the board conducted a pub¬ 
lic hearing. 

“This resulted,” the report 
pointed out, “in additional ac¬ 
tion being taken by Granite 
City Steel at coking operations. 
These corrective measures have 
resulted in elimination of the 
serious paint discoloration prob¬ 
lems associated with hydrongen 
sulphide gas emissions, al¬ 
though some objectionable 
emissions and odors still oc¬ 
casionally occur.” 

Additional monitoring pro¬ 
grams with source determina¬ 
tion and correction are planned 
for the near future.

If Warning Sounds, 
Here’s What to Do 


Warning of an enemy attack on the United State* 
probably would be preceded by a period of interna¬ 
tional tension or crisis which would help alert all citi¬ 
zens to the possibility of attack. The actual attack 
warning, however, would be given to the public by out¬ 
door warning devices, supplemented by radio or tele¬ 
vision. 

If an attack actually occurs, it is almost certain that 
incoming enemy planes and missiles would be detected 
by our networks of warning stations in time for people 
to get into shelters or at least take cover. This warning 
time might be as little as 5-15 minutes in some loca¬ 
tions, and as much as an hour or more in others. 

Outdoor W'f 


Many U.S. cities and towns 
have outdoor warning systems, 
using sirens, whistles, horns or 
bells. Although they have been 
installed mainly to warn citi¬ 
zens of enemy attack, some 
local governments also use 
them in connection with natu¬ 
ral disasters and other peace¬ 
time catastrophes. 

THE ATTACK WARNING 
SIGNAL will be sounded only 
in case of enemy attack. The 
signal itself is a 3 to 5-minute 
rising and falling sound on the 
sirens, on whistles, horns or 


stations also, except in an ac¬ 
tual nuclear emergency—will 
be broadcasting all the official 
information available. The 
telephone lines will be needed 
for official calls. 

If There la a Nuclear Flash ... 

It is possible but unlikely 
that the first warning of an 
enemy attack would be the 
flash of a nuclear explosion in 
the sky some distance away. Or 
there might be a flash after 
warning had been given, pos¬ 
sibly while people were going 
to shelter. 

TAKE COVER INSTANT¬ 
LY. If there should be a nu¬ 
clear flash, take cover instantly 
in the best place available. By 
getting inside or under some¬ 
thing within a few seconds, 
serious bums or injuries from 
the heat or blast waves of the 
nuclear explosion might be 
avoided. If the explosion were 
some distance away, a person 
might have 5 to 15 seconds be¬ 
fore being injured by the heat, 
and perhaps 30 to 60 seconds 
before the blast wave arrived. 
Never look at the flash of an 
explosion or the nuclear fire¬ 
ball —it could cause perma¬ 
nent blindness. 

Any kind of a building—a 
storm cellar or fruit cellar, a 
subway station or tunnel, a 
ditch or culvert alongside^ the 
road, a highway underpass, a 
storm sewer, a cave or out¬ 
cropping of rock, a pile of 
heavy materials, or a trench or 
other excavation—would pro¬ 
vide some protection. However, 
if no cover is available, simply 
lie down on the ground and 
curl up covering the head with 
the arms and hands. The im¬ 
portant thing is to avoid being 
burned by the heat, thrown 
about by the blast, or struck by 
flying objects. Then go to a 
fallout shelter for protection 
against the radioactive fallout, 
which would arrive later.

Bill Would Require 

Drug Abuse Training 

Legislation to establish fed¬ 
eral programs to encourage 
more intensive education about 
drugs and their abuse was in¬ 
troduced in the House at Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., last week by Cong. 
Melvin Price (D-East St. Louis) 
and several dozen colleagues. 

Cong. Price said the bill, 
known as the Drug Abuse Edu¬ 
cation Act of 1969, has an ex¬ 
cellent chance of being passed 
this year and signed into law 
by President Nixon. 

“LSD, marijuana, barbitu- 
ates, amphetamines and even 
heroin are circulating among 
more and more youngsters,” 
Price said. “Our educational 
system must focus attention on 
this extremely serious health 
and social problem.” 

He said many schools have 
been hampered in providing 
drug education programs be¬ 
cause of lack of effective 
teacher training and uncer¬ 
tainty about the availability of 
the "right” teaching materials.

An expanded service to assist 
firms find plant sites or vacant 
buildings for expansion any¬ 
where in tne Bi-State region 
has been launched by the Re¬ 
gional Industrial Development 
Corporation, Ronald I. Sachs, 
senior plant location specialist, 
announced Friday. 

The service involves the pub¬ 
lication of an industrial letter 
which outlines the requirements 
a potential prospect is seeking, 
whether it is a tract of land, 
vacant building, type of em¬ 
ployees needed, power and 
transportation requirements or 
portion of the region for which 
the firm has a locational pref¬ 
erence. 

This letter is mailed to over 
150 realtors, industrial develop¬ 
ment groups, chambers of com¬ 
merce, railroads and utilities 
throughout an eight-county area 
served by RIDC; in Illinois, 
Madison, St. Clair and Monroe 
counties, and in Missouri, St.

Without revealing the pros¬ 
pect by name, the industrial 
letter asks interested agencies 
to forward a proposal to RIDC, 
who in turn presents It to tire 
prospect, since most location 
decision is actually reached. 

"This service is available, at 
no cost, not only to out-of-town 
firms looking at our area for 
expansion, but to local firms 
seeking larger quarters as 
well,” Sachs said. 

“The industrial letter is de¬ 
signed to supplement informa¬ 
tion already compiled in our 
existing site location facility 
which contains over 600 indus- 
trail sites charted as to loca¬ 
tion, size and price. However, 
as availability of sites is con¬ 
stantly changing, this will al¬ 
low us to keep our files com¬ 
pletely current as of the 1 date 
of any request and will make 
people in the land development 
business immediately aware of 
potential prospects,” he added. 

RIDC is a non-profit, civic 
corporation seeking to encour¬ 
age new industry to locate in 
the bi-state region and help 
local industry expand.

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Try State Election Supervision Before 
Creating Downstate County Commissions 

We can see value in the Senate-passed bill 
to place elections in large downstate counties 
under the general supervision of the State 
Electoral Board. 

It would reduce the power of local-level 
election officials in situations where cooperat¬ 
ing representatives of both parties disregard 
the real will of the public and, by diverse 
quasi-legal techniques, consistently deliver a 
huge majority for favored candidates. The fact 
that the main objector to this legislation resides 
in St. Clair county may be more than coinci¬ 
dental. 

We think that this procedure should be 
performance-tested during the next two years, 
and that the General Assembly ought to reject a 
reported plan to amend a Cook county election 
reform bill. The reform bill merits passage as 
originally introduced, and should not be 
amended this year to create county election 
commissions in other parts of the state.

Multiplier Avoided But Assessment 
Uniformity Program Still Not Adopted 

Tax assessors, collectors and payers are 
breathing a collective sigh of relief now than 
another 1.0 "multiplier" has been certified for 
Madison county by the Illinois Department of 
Revenue. 

While this is a lot better than seeing taxes 
multiplied, it does nothing to alter present 
assessment inequities. 

There are other favorable signs. Madison 
countny appears ready to crack down on per¬ 
sonal property delinquencies, and the state may 
make big changes in the present heavy reliance 
on real upstate and personal property to finance 
governmental services. 

But as long as there is any property taxa¬ 
tion. the responsible officials ought to perfect 
1 and implement more impartial assessing meth- 

Taxing cannot be fair unless assessed 
valuations are accurate and equitable. And the 
law now makes it relatively simple for counties 
to revamp their whole assessment base by mak¬ 
ing use of independent appraisers—at a modest 
cost quickly offset by gains in taxpayer satis- 

‘Evil’ Ice Cube Plot Disclosed to Consumers 

Nobody has as much zeal as a convert, it 
is said. 

Betty Furness, who once opened refrigera¬ 
tor doors in the era of live television commer¬ 
cials—-the doors stuck only a few times— 
—switched to the other side as LBJ's con¬ 
sumer affairs special advisor. Now, she assails 
promotion of products with missionary inten¬ 
sity. 

Recalling her early career in testimony 
last week before a Senate subcommittee, she 
slammed the door on refrigerators as follows: 
“I used to sell those things. 1 didn't know that 
one cost more to run than the other. It costs 
more to operate a frost-free refrigerator than to 
defrost it yourself, and a good deal more to 
operate one with an ice-cube maker. You get 
the thrill of discovery when you get the bill." 

Because we like easy access to lots of ice 
cubes, and because we don't enjoy the defrost¬ 
ing chore, she has failed to sell us that villainy 
is afoot. If it costs more, the extra service is 
probably well worth it. 

We do not agree with her belief that 
buyers are in such danger of being cheated that 
a huge and costly new governmental apparatus 
should be created to protect them from their 
own erring judgment. 

But after watching one of the sales pitches 
that she describes as offering "sex appeal, youth 
and blond hair in addition to the product," 
we'll admit that we share, along with other con¬ 
sumers. a bit of the disappointment that the 
girl pictured isn't a part of the package when 
we locate it at the store. 

Lake Park, Airport Proposals Progressing 

The news continues to be reassuring re¬ 
garding two projects of immense impact on the 
Quad-Cities and the Midwest. 

The House Conservation Committee has 
acted favorably on state acquisition of Horse¬ 
shoe Lake as a park and conservation area. And 
Governor Ogilvie has approved use of a state 
appropriation to study a major Madison- 
St. Clair counties airport and has named John 
E. Robson, former U. S. Transportation Depart¬ 
ment aviation undersecretary, to direct the 
study. 

Developments during 1969 on these two 
issues could favorably alter the local growth 
pattern throughout the final third of this 
century.

Sales Tax Increase: The Wrong Answer 

Discussion grows among legislators and top government 
leaders that the answer to the State's present financial 
dilemma is a sales tax increase. 

I strongly disagree. , 

There is no question .about the need for additional 
revenue. With 59,000 more young people in our high school* 
and grade schools this.year—just to cite one example— 
the cost of state government is moving upward. 

If it is any comfort, this is happening in every state, 
whether the administration is Republican or Democratic. 

Every sensible economy obviously must be made. But 
the economies donjt diminish jthe number o£ children in our 
schools—and the economies ire relatively small compared 
to the added need. ■ 

Three taxes are already over-burdened: the personal 
property tax, the real estate tax and the sales tax. To in¬ 
crease any of these to meet state obligations can hardly fit 
anyone’s concept of a just^tax system. 

I have just returned frori a radio call-in show as I typa 
this. One of those who called in was a widow who is trying 
to live on $44 a month social security—out of which she 
must pay her real estate taxes and personal property taxes. 
After paying that, a high percentage of what she has left 
obviously must go for food. 

On top of that, there is serious talk about increasing the , 
tax on food by at least 20%, from 5 cents to 6 cents—and 
perhaps more. 

Even at the 5 cent level, Illinois has the highest tax on a 
loaf of bread and a pound of hamburger of any state. 

Pennsylvania has a 6 cent sales tax but does not tax food. 
My belief is that its 6 cents sales tax is actually less op- 
prCssive than our 5 cent tax because Pennsylvania does 
not tax food, the essential for living. 

When I first was elected to the legislature in 1954, the 
Illinois sales tax was 2 cents. It has climbed steadily—always 
without my vote. 

• What happens is that in each session a variety of taxes 
always are proposed. But one powerful group after an¬ 
other mosses in opposition, and finally the other taxes are 
eliminated. W 

Unfortunately, those who are hurt most by a sales tax 
may not even know the legislature is meeting, Their needs 
are great, but their power is 1 not great. 

The lower your income, or the bigger your family, th* 
higher the percentage of your income is paid by a sales 
tax. The greater your income, the less you spend percent¬ 
agewise on a sales tax. 

The-reason is that services are not covered by a sales tax, 
as commodities are. The person who makes $30,000 a year 
does not eat appreciably more than the person who makes 
$3,000 a year. 

The sales tax in a very real sense is a “soak the poor” 
tax. 

If you don’t want one, you [had better let the leaders of 
government know—soon.
